AWARD 

This is a reference under S. 10 of tho I.D. Act, 1947. The 
Central Government by its notification No. L-20012/233/78-D. 
Ill (A) dated 12th April, 1979 has referred this dispute to this 
Tribunal for adjudication on the following terms : 

SCHEDULE 

“Whether the action of the management of Noonodih- 
Jitpur colliery of Messers Indian Iron and Steel Company 
Limited, Post office Bhaga, District Dhanbad in dismissing 
Shri Surendra Singh, Stowing mazdoor from service with 
effect from 7th October, 1976, is justified 7 If not, to what 
relief is the said workman entitled ?” 

2. The parties were heard on tho question as to whether 
the domestic enquiry held in this case was fair and proper since 
a preliminary point was raised to that effect. It was held by this 
Tribunal by an ordor dated 17-10-79 that the domestic enquiry 
was fair and proper. After that tho case has been heard on 
merit. 

3. On 6-9-76 Shri S. P. Mehra, manager, 16 Seam of 
Noono-dih-Jltpur collierv was an way to consult the Senior 
Medical Officer in the colliery dispensary. Shri Surendra Singh, 
the concerned workman met him and demanded that he should 
be put on the surface job. Shri Mehra told him that theie was 
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no vacancy on the surface and expressed his inability to accede 
to his request. Shri Mehra then went to the dispensary. On 
way back from dispensary Shri Mohan, an Welfare Officer of 
the colliery gave him lift on his scooter. The workman hap¬ 
pened to be on the way near the bunglow of the hospital doctor, 
stopped him and repected his demand. Shri Mehra again re¬ 
fused whereupon the concerned workman dragged him from the 
scooter and assaulted him with fists and slabs. Shri Mehra fell 
on the ground and his shirt was torn. Shri Mohan and some 
other employees who were near about saved Shri Mehra from 
further assault. r fho concerned workman threatened to kill 
Shri Mehra. 

4. On the same day Shri Surendra Singh was issued charge- 
sheet for misconduct under Section 27(5) of the Standing Order 
and was suspended pending enquiry. He was asked to show cause 
within 48 hours of the receipt of the charge-sheet, but 15 days 
after the receipt of the charge-sheet he submitted his show- 
cause on 21-9-76. Shri P.K. Bhandari, Sr. Personnel Officer, 
Chasnalla colliery was entrusted with the enquiry. He started 
his enquiry on 24-9-76 and concluded it on 25-9-76. He submit¬ 
ted his report on the basis of which the concerned workman 
was dismissed from service. 

5. I have already said that the enquiry was held to be fair 
and proper and we have now to consider the case on merit. 
Ext. MV Is the charge-sheet issued against Shri Surendra Singh. 
Ext. M2 is the order of dismissal under the signature of the 
Area Manager, A criminal case was also started under Section 
353 and 323 f.P.C. He was convicetd by the Magistrate and 
sentenced to R.I. for one month under S.353 f.P.C. He was 
also convicted under Section 323 but no sentence was given. 
Ext. M3 is the judgement of the Magistrate. Ext. M5 is the 
enquiry proceeding and Ext. M6 is the enquiry report. 

In the proceeding Shri S. P. Mehra, the manager of the 
colliery was examined and he gave details of the occurrance 
In which he was assaulted by Shri Surendra Singh. The Welfare 
Shri R. Mohan, who was present at the time of occu- 
rance gave on eye witness account of the occurancc. One Shri 
Motilal Yadav had gone to the hospital for medicine and when 
he was returning he saw the occurance with his own eyes. 
Another witness Shri Mohar Singh was also returning from 
the hospital when he saw Shri Surendra Singh assaulting Shri 
Mehra. Dr. Gupta medical officer and examined Shri Mehra 
in his colliery office at about 10 A. M. and the injury report 
was maiked Ext, M3 by the enquiry officer. There were six 
injuries of which two were bruises , 

7. The concerned workman did not attend the enquiry and 
no witness was examined on his behalf. For all practical pur¬ 
poses, therefore, the enquiry had been cx-parte. 

8. Shri Lai, Advocate appearing on behalf of the workman 
has said nothing with regard to the conclusions drawn by the 
enquiry officer from the facts and circumstances appearing In 
this case. His report is further supported by the judgement 
of the Judicial court regarding conviction under Scctii n 353 
and 323 I, P. C. Shri Lai tells mo that there has been an appeal 
preferred in the Court of the Session Judge and therefore 
the matter is subjurficc, At any ra t e if the management has 
accepted the report of the enquiry Officer which is based on 
correct apprisal of facts relating to the charges levelled against 
the concerned workman and punishment was awarded on that 
basis, the management cannot be said to have acted arbitrarily. 

It is true that the concerned workma 1 was alleged to have 
assaulted the colliery manager whose duty it is to run the 
colliery. It will be a height of indiscipline on the part of the 
concerned workman to assault the colliery manager and to 
threaten to kill him simply because he refused to concede to 


his request to change his dutj. There is no doubt that for the 
offence committed by the conceit ed wokman the only suita¬ 
ble punishment should be dismissal from service, 

9. Shri Lt'l has argued before me that according to Stan¬ 
ding Order No. 28 the approval of the owner, agent or Chief 
Mining Engineer of the company is required in every case of 
dismissal. In this case the Area Manager ordered the dismissal 
of the concerned workman from company’s service with imme- 
ediate effect through his letter Ext. M2. Ext. M2 further men¬ 
tions that the appioval of the Chief Executive (Collieries) had 
been obtained before issue of that order. Shri Lai has argued 
that neighicr the Area Manager nor the Chief Executive (Col¬ 
lieries) have been shown to have the powers of onwner, agent 
or Chief Mining Engineer as provided under Rule 28 of the 
Standing Older. In this case a petition was filled on behalf of 
the concerned workman on 7-7-80. On behalf ot the mana¬ 
gement a rejoinder was filed on 21-7-80 including a photostate 
copy of a letter dated 28th June, 1974 by the Indian Iron & 
Steel Company Ltd. II was a letter addressed to the Director 
General, Mines Safety, Dhanbad, by the Chief Executive 
(Collieries). The letter is to the effect that Shri R. K. Prasad, 
First Class Mines Manager certificate holder had been app¬ 
ointed as an Agent under the Mines Act of Noonodih-Jitpur 
colliery w.c.f. 1st July, 1974, It has been also argued that the 
Chief Executive (Collieries) is cquiveknt to the Chief Mining 
Engincci. Tl was further asserted that the designation of the 
Agent was changed to Area Manager for the purpose of ad¬ 
ministration. On 30-7-80 another petition was filed on behalf 
of the workman that Shri R. K. Prasad, the Area Manager 
passed the order of dismissal as Area Mrnager after obtaining 
approval of the Chief Executive (Collieries) and as such he did 
not exercise the said power as Agent. There was a rejoinder 
filed by the management to this petition also on 28-8-80. 
Since all these matters came up after the award was reserved, 
the parties lawyers were hcared from time to time which caused 
some delay in delivering this judgement. Now it has been 
rightly argued on behalf of the management that when this 
reference was made and the parties were asked to file there 
written statement, the dismissal order was not challenged on 
the ground that the Area Manager who passed the dismissal 
order had no authority to do so. In fact this plea was taken at 
ihe time when Shri Lai, Advocate was arguing the case on ba- 
behalf of th; workmen, The management ,-ftcr that has shown 
by the letter of the Chief Executive (Collieries) of the IISCO 
that Shri R. K- Prasad who issued tho dismissal letter was the 
Agent within the meaning of the Standing Order No. 28. 
The Agent has the power of dismissal under Standing Order 
No. 28 and he exercised his authority in issuing the dismissal 
order. It is true that in Ext. M2 he had taken the appioval of 
the Chief Executive (Collieries), The management has not estab¬ 
lished that the Chief Executive (Collieries) is equiveient to the 
Chief Mining Engineer who Ins (he equal power to issue dis¬ 
missal order under Standing order No. 28. But Shri R. K. 
Prasad who is shown to have the power of the Agent under 
Standing Order No. 28 has the concurent power with the Chief 
Engineer to record an order of dismissal. I see no legal lacuna 
when Shri R. K. Prasad obtained the approval of the Chief 
Executive (Collieries) before issuing that order. So, the mere 
mentioned that he took the approval of the Chief Executive 
(Collieries) wifi not go to minimise the effect of the dismissal 
order issued by him under Ext. M2. 

10. Having considered all aspects ol the case, I hold that 
the action of the management of Noonodih-Jitpur colliery 
of Messrs Indian Iron and Steel Company Limited, Post Office 
Bhaga, District Dhanbad in dismissing Shri Surendra Singh, 
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Stowing Mazdoor fiom service with effect from 7lh October, 
1976, is justified. Consequently, the workman is entitled to no 
relief. 

This is my award.

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Both the parties filed their written statement and the case 
was heard by my predecessor in office Shri N K, Vam, who

‘'For the reasons stated in the accompanying judgement 
the Court rejects the petition filed by the employer challen¬ 
ging the awaid in the matter of reinstatement The Court, 
however, sets asside the award of the Tribunal with regard 
to back wages and remands back the matter to the Tribunal 
for the limited purpose of ascertaining whether they are cn 
titled to the back wages for the entire period from the 
date of termination till reinstatement or whether the back 
wages should be only for a part of the period if they were 
gainfully employed, or not at all. 

The Court directs the Tribunal that if ovidencc is 
already on record it shall make an award on the material 
already on record. The Court further directs that if the 
parties choose to lead additional evidence, the Tribunal 
shall record additional evidence and then give its award”. 

On receipt of the record from the Hon'ble High Court 
the office issued notices to both the parties for hearing The 
management appeared but the Union remained absent. The 
notice was sent to them on the address last known by the office 
but It was returned unserved The management was then di¬ 
rected to serve the notice on the Union. The management filed 
affidavit before the Tribunal on 30-7-1980 stating that a copy of 
the notice was displayed at the workspot with the intimation 
of the date of hearing. Another notice showing the adjuourned 
date of hearing was also pasted on the notice board but in spite 
of it the workmen have not appeared Thus the notice was 
served at the place of working of the workers also. 

In order however to be more specific the Tribunal ordered 
a fresh notice to be issued to the Union according to the address 
as mentioned in the order of reference and accordingly 
a fresh notice was issued on the old address which has been 
duly received on behalf of the Union but in spite of it the Union 
has not appeared. 

In the circumstances there was no alternative but to decide 
the issue on the evidence on^record. 

The management has filed another affidavit on 30-7-1980 
stating that the concerned workmen 12 in number arc not 
working with them. It is also stated that these workmen are 
gainfliUy employed from the date shown against their names 
in the affidavit m the neighbouring mines and are earning their 
livelihood It is further mentioned that these workmen have 
been seen by the management going for their work and it has 
also been confirmed by further enquiry The affidavit further 
says that for the said reason the concerned workmen are not 
appearing before this Tribunal It is therefore submitted that 
the concerned workmen are not entitled to any back wages 


As against this I find from the record that all the workmen 
stated in their deposition that they were unemployed and were 
not getting work elsewhere In their cross-examination there 
is no suggestion on behalf of the management regarding the 
place where they were employed nor there is any suggestion 
that they are employed elsewhere In view of the evidence of 
the workmen it was the duty of the management to adduce 
evidence or give details of the employers under whom the con¬ 
cerned workmen were/are working In the affidavit no such 
details have been given. It is simply stated that these workmen 
are gainfully employed from the dates shown m the affidavit in 
the neighbouring mines and are earning their livelihood If 
the management know on enquiry or otherwise that the con¬ 
cerned workmen are working in the ncighbourmg mines they 
should have specified the names of the mines where the concer 
ned workmen were/are workmg, but this has not been done 

In the circumstances it must be held that these workmen 
are unemployed from the date of their stoppage from work 
by the management and hence they arc entitled to back wages 
from the date of termination of their service till the date of 
reinstatement 

I give may award accordingly 
No Order as to costs.

The Central Government m exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 10(l)(d) of the Industrial Dispute Act, has referred tbo 
following dispute to this Tribunal for adjudication vide order 
No L-27011/3/78-D. 111(B), dated 28th November, 1979 

"Keeping in view the actual work performed by Shri Ishwar- 
das, S/o Laxman, Coupllngman Helper (Unskilled), Mansar 
Manganese Mine of Manganese Ore India Limited, Nagpur 
whether he is justified in demanding the category of semiskilled 
workman with attendant benefits with effect from 4 3.19747 
If so, what relief is the said workman entitled to 
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2. The case of the Union in short is that Shri Ishwardas has 
been working as a Couplingman Helper in the Mansar Mine 
«f the Manganese Ore India Ltd. Nagpur from the date of his 
appointment i,e. 22-7-1966. On 4.3.1974 the management issued 
a letter of authorisation bearing No, 154 under the Mctalliferrous 
Mines Regulations (MMR) asking the workman to work as per 
requirements of the Regulation No. 39 of the MMR 1961. 
Again on 18-8-1978 an authorisation, as issued earlier, was 
issued. By both the aforesaid authorisations the workman was 
appointed under Regulation 39 of the MMR 1961 as a competent 
person for carrying out the duties of couplingman at Mansar 
Mines. The workman has been continuously carrying out the 
duties assigned to him which cannot bo characterised |as un¬ 
skilled. The other workmen doing the same type of job were 
also placed in the Semiskilled Category, but Ishwardas was not 
placed in the Semiskilled Category. Therefore, he is entitled to 
be placed in semiskilled category with effect from 4-3-1974 
with all the attendant benefits. 

3. The management has resisted the claim of the Union on the 
ground that Shri Ishwardas was appointed as an unskilled worker 

and Was doing the duties of pushing and cleaning of the tubs which 
did not require any skill. The Mansar Mine is an open cost 
mine. Manganese Ore arc produced at different places and then 
loaded in tubs by that workman. Such loaded tubs are pushed 
by the individual workers from their respective place of work and 
brought to the haulage point and left there. These tubs are 
further pushed and coupled by the couplingman w'ith the help of 
one or two other workers. After this the tubs are pulled up 

through haulage to the top of the pit where they are uncoupled by 
another couplingman. The tubs arc then carried away by tho 
labourers employed for pushing the tubs. The aforesaid pro¬ 
cess indicates that the labourers engaged on this work are not 
required to do any job which may require any skill. Tho job 
is totally unskilled and can be managed by any labourer without 


any experience or training of any nature. Therefore, such labour* 
cannot be categarisel as senis.dllei workers, Sliri Ishwirlaa 
is also one of the labourers engaged in the aforesaid work. 

4. According to the milage runt, pro notion from unskilled 
to semiskilled category is bated oi seaioirity-cun-nuri 1 . This 
has to be done by a D P.C. ca asiderig all the aspects of earn case 
Promotion being purely a managerial function cannot be inter 
ferod with, without a proof of malaflde or victimisation. There Is 
no malafide or victimisation in ih; instant case. Therefore the 
claim of the Union is baselloss. 

5. The management has not adduced any evidence. The 
Union has examined thcco.icerncd workman Shri Ishwardas. He 
has stated on oath before me that he was posted in Mansar Mines 
as a Helper Coupling Mazdoor. Earlier he had raised a demand 
through the Union for being promoted as a semiskilled workman 
withelfect from 4-3-1974, but the management has now prom oted 
him as a Coupling Mazdoor and placed him in tho Semiskilled 
category fro aa 24-1-1980. He is s atisSei with ihe promv i oa and 
docs not want to press his demand for being promoted with 
effect from 4-3-1974. Ho has also stated that ha abandous his 
claim for seniority and other benefits for the period between 
4-3-1974 to 24-1-1980. He has now no dispute with the 

| management. 

6. fn view of the above statement of the concerned workman 
himself, there remains no dispute in existence and ^consequently 

the workman is not entitled to any relief. An award is given 
accordingly.
